Tragedy 
When 


Max Weiss had everything to live for. 
He was only 28, had an expanding business, 
two children, and a lovely wife. 
The fatal shooting of Weiss, Bristol rooming 
house and restaurant operator, came as he was in 
tho midst of planning a celebration for the birth 
of his son. 


The new son, Jay Ira, was born to Weiss’ 
wife, Annette, early Sunday morning at the Boll­ 
ing Hill Hospital, Cheltenham. The celebration 
this Sunday was to be the Jewish Brig rite to 
honor the circumcision of a new-born son. 
Was Real Happy 
Weiss had mailed out invitations to the Bris 
on the same day as the shooting. The invitations 
were postmarked 4 p.m. Tuesday. The shooting 
took place at 6:30 p m. 
“ You never saw' anyone so happy on Sunday,” 
Joseph Ferry, borough tax collector and Weiss’ 
next-door neighbor, said of Weiss. “ He came 
over to the house and told me, ‘Joe you've got to 
come to the celebration Sunday,’ ” Ferry said
